This agency would be housed 
in the downtown district to foster 


a working relationship between - 


the agency, local government, 
businesses and organizations. It 
would work a lot like a mall 
management office and would 
serve to oversee anticipated 
needs in the district, for the wel- 
fare of all. “You wouldn’t leave 
your mall businesses out there on 
their own, and you shouldn’t do 
that to the downtown businesses, 
either,” team members 
explained. 

The team made it very clear

that the establishment of a DDA 
or “Downtown Development 
Authority” is also very important 
to bring about organized change. 

Team members said they did- 
n’t have all the answers, but

* Get over the fact that 


Crawford County has a large 


amount of state and federal 
lands. The team found people 
were “almost obsessed” with this

park and a Jot of space available 
in town. : 

* Get out aid visit other com- 
munities that are attractive and 
Talk to community 
leaders and business people. 
Make note of their use of sig- 
nage. Do this by August 15. 

* Have a Downtown 
Commercial Market Study done 
and devise a redevelopment plan. 

¢ Keep the County Courthouse 

in the downtown area because it 
brings people into town every 
day. Other downtown ‘areas 
where courthouses were moved 
out, have ‘died, Grayling has 
already removed the library and 
City Hall from its downtown 
area, 

¢ Think more about pedestrian 
traffic -- more people on foot are 
more important than cars driving 
through town. With the develop- 
ment of the Fred Bear property, 
Grayling has an “incredible 
opportunity” to extend the down- 
town area and pedestrian traffic. 

¢ No airport service - the team

Teen driver dies in 
high speed crash

A 19-year Howell teen, who

Stand-off suspect pleads no contest

_A former downstate man, now 
with a Johannesburg address, 
pled no contest .to two felony 
breaking and entering charges 
last month and was sentenced 
May 5 in 46th Circuit Trial 
Court. 

Ronald Charles Kissee, age

about five hours, at his father’s 
cabin in Loveils Township iasi 
October 27. The stand-off ended 
when law enforcement entered 
the cabin and found Kissee hid- 
ing in the shower stall, protecting 
himself with a pillow and a knife. 
- Sheriff Kirk Wakefield said the 
crime spree may have been a 
result of Kissee needing money 
due to a gambling problem. 
Kissee was sentenced by Chief 
Judge Alton T. Davis to serve one 
year in jail for each charge, With 


sentences running concurrently. 
He received credit for i9i days 
served. Kissee will be on proba- 
tion for two years following the 
completion of his jail term and 
release. He was ordered to pay 
court costs and fees totaling 
$980, plus restitution of over 
$3,710. 

Charges of assault with a dan- 
gerous weapon, vehicle theft, 
and one breaking and entering 
were dropped in exchange for 
Kissee’s no contest plea.

To fill fhe seven-member court, 
each major party can nominate 


- one candidate for each opening. 


Incumbents can file for re-elec- 
tion with only an affidavit. 
Any minor party that has 


achieved official ballot status (by 
winning a designated but small 
percentage of votes in an earlier 
election) also can nominate can- 
didates. 

The law allows a self-starting 
would-be justice to form his/her 
own new political party and win 
nomination that way. It happens. 

On the statewide ballot, a sit- 
ting justice is identified as an 
incumbent, but there is no desig- 
nation of which party ... if any .... 
nominated which candidate. 

There follows usually a spirit- 
ed campaign which has become 
increasingly negative and parti- 
san, and spending disgustingly 
huge amounts of money, largely 
raised from special interest 
groups. 

Once elected,. the winning jus- 


tices are supposed to mle on 


cases without regard to party 


affiliation, how they got elected, 
or who backed whom in earlier 


‘campaigns.

Somebody ought to do some- 
thing about how Michigan 
Supreme Court justices get the 
job .... and while they’re at it, 
maybe somebody ought to look 
at the entire judicial selection 
process.

Tours to see rare 2 bird highlight Warbler Festival 


by Danielle Sharow 
Kirtland Community College 
Want to fix your eyes on one of 
the world’s rarest birds? That’s 


the whole point of the annual 


Kirtland’s Warbler Festival, 
which draws serious birders from 
all over the country to the jack 
pine forests surrounding the col- 
lege that took its name from the 
bird. 

May 17 is a very busy and 
exciting day for Kirtland 
Community College, which is 
holding its 10th annual Warbler 
Festival. And the highlight of the 
day for many birders who travel 
hundreds or thousands of miles 
to the heart of Michigan’s lower 
peninsula is the Warbler Tour led 
by wildlife biologists from any of 
several agencies working togeth- 
er to save the species. 

One of them is retired DNR 
ornithologist Jerry Weinrich, 
who has led the tours through the 
region’s jack pines since the 
opening of the Warbler Festival. 

_ ‘We wanted people to have the 
opportunity to see the bird,” he 
said. 

And they do. 

In one of the busiest tours in 
the event’s history, more than 40 
cars and about 150 people were 
led through, the forest in the 
noon-hour tour. Even more peo- 
ple thought they might miss out 
on the tour, but a trolley used to 
get people around the festival 
came to the rescue, and took 
another 20 or so people out to the 
jack pines to complete the 
remarkable caravan. 

Festival organizers take great 
pride in making sure everyone 
who attends the event has the 
opportunity to see the bird. And 
visitors seem to appreciate that. 
This year, Kirtland had inquiries

Texas, Chicago, Manhattan and 
Buffalo New York, and 
Anchorage, Alaska. No one will 
be left out. 


To make things easier and a bit - 


more organized, buses will ‘be 
used in the tour this year, cutting 
down on the number of cars that 
will follow and allow more peo- 
ple to be able to listen to a tour 
guide who will be on the busses.

Robert Hess, a retired DNR 
wildlife biologist and a festival 
organizer, has led nature tours. 
He said the best time to see the 
warbler is in the morning when 
they are most active and singing. 

“The earlier, the better,’ he 
said, adding that seeing the bird 
is also very dependent on the 
weather. The warmer it is, the 
more active the birds will be. 
Last year, snowflakes fell on the 
May 18 festival, limiting view- 
ing. However, most birders who 


went on the tours were able to 
hear the Kirtland’s Warbler. 
Habitat management keeps the 
warbler’s numbers up, but it also 
benefits many other species, and 
several other birds can be. seen 


and heard on the tour'as well, 


which adds to the experience for 
most birders. . 

And for thdse who can’t make

Maj. Gen. John A. Johnston, 
the adjutant general of the 
Michigan National Guard from 
1974 to 1983, passed away May 
7 after a brief illness. He was 80 
years old. 

He enlisted in the Army Air 
Corps in September 1942 as an 
aviation cadet. 

In 1959, he was aopones as 
the assistant adjutant general of 
Michigan while also serving as - 
commander of the Michigan Air 
National Guard headquarters. 
In 1974, he was appointed as the 
first Air National Guard officer 
to-serve as an adjutant general 
and in 1981 the Deputy 
Secretary of Defense. appointed 
him to a three-year term on the 
Reserve Forces.

The IRS warns tax- 
payers to be on the lookout for 
these schemes, And we urge tax- 
payers to remember that the IRS 
does not charge for refunds or

In another ‘scheme, victims 
receive an e-mail that appears to 
be from the IRS. The e-mail con- 
tains links to a non-IRS Internet 
web page that asks for persona! 
and financial information. Such 
information could be used to 
steal the respondent's identity 
and get access to sensitive finan- 
cial data or accounts. 

Identity thieves can use some- 
one's personal data to: 

* take over his or her financial - 
accounts, 

* run up charges on the victim's 
existing credit cards, 

* apply for loans, credit cards, 
services or benefits in the vic-

* file fraudulent tax returns. 

The IRS does not request sen- 
sitive personal or financial data 
by e-mail. 

Both of these schemes are 
being reviewed by the Treasury 
General for Tax 
Administration, which is autho- : 


~ rized to investigate the misuse of 


the IRS name, insignia, seals and 
symbols.

This agency would be housed

It 
would work a lot like a mall 
management office and would 
serve to oversee anticipated 
needs in the district, for the wel- 
fare of all. “You wouldn’t leave 
your mall businesses out there on 
their own, and you shouldn’t do 
that to the downtown businesses, 
either,” team members 
explained.

or “Downtown Development 
Authority” is also very important 
to bring about organized change.

* Get out aid visit other com- 
munities that are attractive and 
Talk to community 
leaders and business people. 
Make note of their use of sig- 
nage. Do this by August 15. 

* Have a Downtown 
Commercial Market Study done 
and devise a redevelopment plan. 

¢ Keep the County Courthouse 

in the downtown area because it 
brings people into town every 
day. Other downtown ‘areas 
where courthouses were moved 
out, have ‘died, Grayling has 
already removed the library and 
City Hall from its downtown 
area, 

¢ Think more about pedestrian 
traffic -- more people on foot are 
more important than cars driving 
through town. With the develop- 
ment of the Fred Bear property, 
Grayling has an “incredible 
opportunity” to extend the down- 
town area and pedestrian traffic. 

¢ No airport service - the team 
suggests everyone concerned

Stand-off suspect pleads no contest

_A former downstate man, now 
with a Johannesburg address, 
pled no contest .to two felony 
breaking and entering charges 
last month and was sentenced 
May 5 in 46th Circuit Trial 
Court.

didates. 

The law allows a self-starting 
would-be justice to form his/her 
own new political party and win 
nomination that way. It happens. 

On the statewide ballot, a sit- 
ting justice is identified as an 
incumbent, but there is no desig- 
nation of which party ... if any .... 
nominated which candidate. 

There follows usually a spirit- 
ed campaign which has become 
increasingly negative and parti- 
san, and spending disgustingly 
huge amounts of money, largely 
raised from special interest 
groups. 

Once elected,. the winning jus- 


tices are supposed to mle on

affiliation, how they got elected,

Tours to see rare 2 bird highlight Warbler Festival 


by Danielle Sharow 
Kirtland Community College 
Want to fix your eyes on one of 
the world’s rarest birds? That’s 


the whole point of the annual 


Kirtland’s Warbler Festival, 
which draws serious birders from 
all over the country to the jack 
pine forests surrounding the col- 
lege that took its name from the 
bird. 

May 17 is a very busy and 
exciting day for Kirtland 
Community College, which is 
holding its 10th annual Warbler 
Festival. And the highlight of the 
day for many birders who travel 
hundreds or thousands of miles 
to the heart of Michigan’s lower 
peninsula is the Warbler Tour led 
by wildlife biologists from any of 
several agencies working togeth- 
er to save the species. 

One of them is retired DNR 
ornithologist Jerry Weinrich, 
who has led the tours through the 
region’s jack pines since the 
opening of the Warbler Festival. 

_ ‘We wanted people to have the 
opportunity to see the bird,” he 
said. 

And they do. 

In one of the busiest tours in 
the event’s history, more than 40 
cars and about 150 people were 
led through, the forest in the 
noon-hour tour. Even more peo- 
ple thought they might miss out 
on the tour, but a trolley used to 
get people around the festival 
came to the rescue, and took 
another 20 or so people out to the 
jack pines to complete the 
remarkable caravan. 

Festival organizers take great 
pride in making sure everyone 
who attends the event has the 
opportunity to see the bird. And 
visitors seem to appreciate that. 
This year, Kirtland had inquiries

Those guiding the tour locate as 
many of the warblers as possible 
before heading out with the bird 
watchers in tow, and visitors have 
a 90 percent chance of spotting 
the world’s rarest woodlands 
warbler. 

Robert Hess, a retired DNR 
wildlife biologist and a festival 
organizer, has led nature tours. 
He said the best time to see the 
warbler is in the morning when 
they are most active and singing. 

“The earlier, the better,’ he 
said, adding that seeing the bird 
is also very dependent on the 
weather. The warmer it is, the 
more active the birds will be. 
Last year, snowflakes fell on the 
May 18 festival, limiting view- 
ing. However, most birders who 


went on the tours were able to 
hear the Kirtland’s Warbler. 
Habitat management keeps the 
warbler’s numbers up, but it also 
benefits many other species, and 
several other birds can be. seen 


and heard on the tour'as well, 


which adds to the experience for 
most birders. . 

And for thdse who can’t make 
it to the May 17 KW Festival, or 
wish to take another tour, the 
U.S. Forest Service also holds 


daily tours through the jack pine 


areas from May 15 to July 4. —

“ added. "These types of shameless 


schemes hold out the allure of 
easy money. The IRS warns tax- 
payers to be on the lookout for 
these schemes, And we urge tax- 
payers to remember that the IRS 
does not charge for refunds or 
solicit credit card information." - 

In another ‘scheme, victims 
receive an e-mail that appears to 
be from the IRS. The e-mail con- 
tains links to a non-IRS Internet 
web page that asks for persona! 
and financial information. Such 
information could be used to 
steal the respondent's identity 
and get access to sensitive finan- 
cial data or accounts. 

Identity thieves can use some- 
one's personal data to: 

* take over his or her financial - 
accounts, 

* run up charges on the victim's 
existing credit cards, 

* apply for loans, credit cards, 
services or benefits in the vic- 


; tim's name, or 


* file fraudulent tax returns. 

The IRS does not request sen- 
sitive personal or financial data 
by e-mail. 

Both of these schemes are 
being reviewed by the Treasury 
General for Tax 
Administration, which is autho- : 


~ rized to investigate the misuse of 


the IRS name, insignia, seals and 
symbols.

These are hardly the first 
scams involving impersonation 
of an IRS employee or misuse of 
the IRS name..

mally try. to contact the taxpayer 
before they visit. — 

In another scam, the scheme . 
promoters sent out fictitious bank 
correspondence and phony IRS 
forms in an attémpt to trick the 
recipients into disclosing their 
personal and banking data. The 
scheme promoters then used the 
information to impersonate the 
taxpayer and gain access to the 
taxpayer's finances. — 

. Genuine IRS forms do not ‘an 
for sensitive personal and finan- 


cial data except in very special 


circumstances.
